One night his 
wife woke him up and said, some one was 
in ilia house.

searched every room, and found no one. 
Then it occurred to him that tbe noise was 
caused by the wires. 


Mr. Ellinpwood laid the aldermen that 


the Jirst night the noise was heard, his wife 
thought, yumeone was trying to hreak into 
the house.

ley tariff and a stand for a gold stand- 
ard were the ptaakj on which the Dem- 
ocratic party stood.

at least read and wiire his native Arabic. 
Buc che khalifa cuu neitherrekd nor write. 
Ho looks upon nil education with horror. 
He believes only Iu tho most brutal Ignor- 
ance. He has no Idea of Improvement of 
any kind. He does uot wish 'his people to 
communicate with the outside world In 
any way:, He is enormously vain, believ- 
ing implicitly that tho whole earj;h does 
nothing but think ot him and treuibJ'e ac 
the thought.. 


. -In Hard Luck. 


He has had nothing but reverses Iu his 


wars with surrounding people. He has 
seen a large per cent of his pooplo carried 
away hy pestilence und has seeu the most 
terrible discuses prf- upon the rest, reduc- 
ing his subjects to a physical condition 
thuDJs almost incredibly wretched.- -BuC 
these things please him, because hs chinks 
there is less chance of effective rebellion 
against him. 


He lives shut up In Omdurman, sur- 


rounded by guards, and spending a good 
part of the. time in his harem. 
Also he 


goes to prayers five times a day, and com- 
pels everyone else to do the. same, en- 
forcing this rule by a system of espionage 
that makes friendship Impossible In tho 
Soudan, because every man knows chat 
his neighbor Is a spy. 


Prosperous .districts, with a teeming 


population, have been reduced to deserc 
wastes, Inhabited only by wild beasts. 
The great plains over which the western 
Arab nomads once roamed are deserted, 
while the homesteads of the JS'ile dwellers 
are 
now 
occupied by those nomad 


tribes, who have driven ouc the rightful 
owners of tbe soil or enslaved them. The 
once comparatively civilized Soudan is 
now decupled by a barbaric power hostile 
to both European and Ottoman Influence. 


The khalifa's throne Is ..defended by a 


standing army of about '100,000 men, 40,- 
000 of whom are fairly well armed-with 
rifles. There are 6000 cavalry and bO',000— 
the great bulk ot tho army—armed with 
swords and spears. When the mahdl was 
alive and fanaticism burned la che heart 
of every soldier, the Mahdlsc army lu- 
spired well-grounded fear la che Europeans 
that foughc agalnsc it, for every soldier 
would fight until to died and Ulghc'was 
unknown. 


But now »H this is changed, and there Is 


good reason to believe chat the Europeans 
are exaggerating the courage of the ' Huh- 
dists ol. today. The llahdlst empire Is 
doomed. For even while Stutln Pasha 
was ^ft prisoner there were almost dally 
conspiracies, and the khalifa was always 
eugaged in suppressing soma revolt, while 
tho tribes that once formed the outermost 
limits of ihc empire havt3 shaken off their 
allegiance. As long as the Mabdlst stands 
guard the great fertile garden of Africa Is 
shut off from civilization and from every 
civilizing influence.

TALL HIVEK OPERATIVES CON- 


SIDER THE SOUTH. 


TV hat the Competition Dieting nnd. How It 


May b« Met—What a FB!! River Authority 


If thfl npinners of this city were cor- 


rectly represented in what they had to 
say concerning the situation in the south 
at their lust general meeting, it is some- 
what difficult to understand why they feel 
that it Is necessary to dtnd delegates to 
the cotton belt to organize the help em- 
ployed in che mills there. 
They a re"-re- 


ported, as stating that the schedule.of 
wages paid to spinners in the south was 
higher than was adopted here, and that 
weavers ruceive 35 a week for half che 
work which is required in the north, and 
•which commands but S7.5D n week. 


t 
If these are facts, and if iu is likewise 


true, as has frequently been churned, that 
the running time in most oE the Rouchern 
states has beon restricted to GO hours a 
week or leas. It would seem as if it might 
. be well to inaugurate reforms at homu, be- 
fore attempting to establish labor regula- 
tions elsewhere. Unless the spinners are 
mistaken, it is the south, and not New 
England, which ia at n disuilvnniuge jn 
respect to the cost of production, and New 
England operatives have a lesson to learn 
from southern toilers before they can hope 
to enlighten tho hitter. 


Employers in these parts havfi likewise 


been burdening themselves with false im 
pressions. For n. year or more they have 
been contending thnt they were too heav- 
ily handicapped, nnd that they could not 
compete successfully with southern rivals 
owing to the difference in wages in favor 
.of the Intter, and the apathy of legislators 
.below Mason and Dixon's line. 


Many of them have made a tour of per- 


sonal observation, und in the main, the 
accounts which they hare brought Imck 
have agreed. 


They have discovered, or at least they 


have said that they have discovered, that 
labor was much cheaper and that working 
hours were, much longer in the south than 
in this section ot the country. 
But if the 


spinner* can bt sure of their data find the 
'conclusions which they have drawn, ex- 
actly the opposite is erne so far as the tarn- 
inga of th*, 
1 employes is concerned, and 


there has been no grounds whatever for 
the fears which have been expressed.

The supporters of thu 
Ohio statesman were on h.'ind In large 
numbers, ami their arrival was foHo\vetl 
by the uxtonslvo distribution of hirge rot I 
badges bearing n portrait; of the majoi1 and 
Inscribed: "The Nation's Cliol/ju." 


The =cmvuntitm hall, In the Hyperion 


theatre, IB located directly opposite Yale 
university, ami Lho students aided and 
a betted die delegates ID making noise and 
wearing MuKinley badges, which worn 
peddled by boys gratis to all who cared to 
accept. No Heed badges or emblems were 
Inevldcuce, buc the Heed men claim that 
it will be a unanimous Heud delegation 
that will proceed from Connecticut to 
Missouri. 


After tho delegates had assembled the 


two chief 
booms became 
largely evi- 


dent. Bcurl booms and McKinley boo ins 
cavorted all over the linll, with nowaud 
theu a hint at a Harrison boom. All in ail, 
however, it was a case of Maine vs. Ohio, 
and ic now looks us i" there is to be a fighc 
before the convention is over. 


Hou. Herbert E. IBentun, chairman of 


the Republican state central committee, 
called the convention to order amid cheers. 
His opening remarks took the form of n 
welcome to the delegates. He said that 
tho conditions surrounding this conven- 
tion are the 
most auspicious in his 


memory. In slosinp Mr/ Beuton stated 
thiiG the Republicans of Connecticut are 
in fuvor of protection and honest money,

This 
company has placed on School street poles, 
75 feet high and two feet in diameter. 
""Wo claim that these poles damage our 
property, and by the way they are ad- 
justed, it shows that the company itself 
has no faith in their strength. .They have 
guys extending to adjacent trees to sup- 
port them. 
"We claim that according to 


the statutes ic is your duty to decide if we, 
thu nbuttors on that atreet, have "been 
damaged in our property, and if so, to de- 
termine upon tho proper redress. If you 
assrss damages, this company must settle, 
and if It does not, then these poled must 
be removed." 


3Ir. Hogan then spoke of the rights 


granted these companies, and the manner 
in which they ignore flljuttors when they 
should act In consonance with them. He

that other abiutors on thu street 


claim that the humming of the wires pre- 
vents them from sleeping at night. 
He 


said that a good way out of the trouble 
would be to oblige the company to build a 
conduit through the street. 


"\Vm. E. Potter said he and his family 


suffered almost tortures from the noise of 
th*i wires running by his house. His 
wife, he said, was obliged to move her 
room from the front to the rear ot the 
house.

Ex-Mayor of Lowell Dies.Very 


Suddenly, 


PASSED AWAY THIS MORNING 


WHILE READING. 


Deceased Had Filled Many 


High Positions. 


Hon. Francis Jewett, ex-mayor ot Low- 


ell 'and senior member of the firm of 
Jewett & Swift, died very suddenly this 
ruorninjr. 


Though 75 years of age, Mr. Jewett en- 


joyed excellent health up to last evening 
when, shortly before six o'clock he com- 
plained of feeling unwell and visited his 
physician, Dr. Jefferson who prescribed 
for him, giving him relief. He retired 
early last night and arose early this morn- 
ing aftJjr a comfortable rest. 
Having 


eaten a light breakfast he sat down oil a 
lounge to read the morning paper and had 
not been reading more than a few minutes 
when he suddenly lay back arid expired. 
His death is said to he due to heart fail- 
ure. 


Hon. Francis Jewett was bost known to 


the citizens of Lowell as a. member of the 
city government in which he served faith- 
fully in the best years ot bis life. He was 
a member of the common council in lS6i 
and'6u. In 1888 he was elected to the 
upper branch, where he served two terms. 
In 1873 he was elected to the ofnce of 
mayor of Lowell and so well did he serve 
his city that a grateful constituency re- 
warded liim with a second and a third 
term. 


He belonged to the Odd Fellows, the 


Masons nnd many other organizations. ' 


The flag on city hall is at half mast to- 


duy. It is probable Mayor Courtney will 
call a special meeting of the city council 
to take action on the death of Hon. Fran- 
cis Jewetc. 


He WLU born in Nelson, N. H., Sept. 15, 


1820, nnd camo to Lowell early in the 
'50s. On a capital of S200. he started a 
small provision store in Middlesex Vil- 
lage and by perseverance and shrewd 
business ability soon was on the road to 
success. When the importation ot beet 
from Chicago began, he went into busi- 
ness with Mr. Swift, making a specialty 
of beef and the firm has grown to be one 
of the bast known of its kind in the 
country. 


Deceased was a very prominent Odd 


Fellow, baving been for years - a repre- 
sentative of the grand lodge. He was 
also a triwtea of the Odd Fellow's home in 
"\\~orcesterandstrusteeoftlie local Odd 
Fellows' temple. He was likewise prom- 
inent in musonry being a member of .Wil- 
liam Norlh lodge and Pilgrim Comman- 
dery, K. T. Tie was a trustee of the 
Wamesit National bank, the Merrimack 
River Savings bank and a director of the 
Erie Telephone company. He is survived 
by a widow, who is-an invalid, two sons 
and one daughter.

In 1877 Mr. Jewett was elected a state, 


senator and was again honored with an 
election in 1879. In 1S80 he was a presi- 
dential elector on the Garfield ticket from. 
Massachusetts and in 1887, '88 and '89 he 
was a member ot the governor's council. 
He was always a staunch, republican and 
sympathized thoroughly with the policy 
of that party on all Important questions.

Buch 
communications ought, if possible, to be open- 
ed in iho presence of the prisoner addressed. 
To allow them to be opened by on officer not 
ia charge of tho prisoner and then returned in 
.1 mutilated condition, thus endangering the 
lafe delireiy of tho letter and luch inclosurck 
us it may contain, and this, too, because the 
officer lias failed to advise himself before open- 
ing the letter that ho cannot deliver it, is on 
outrage upon tha rights of the prisoner. An 
officer thus taowingly opening a letternot ad- 
clressc-d to himself or to any one not in his im- 
mediate char^o subjects' himself to indictment 
under section US92, H. 6.

ployed in the mills thero. 
They are re- 


ported as stating that the schedule of 
•wages paid to spinners in che south was 
higher than was adopted here, und that 
•weavers receive S3 a week for half the 
work which is required In the north,\and 
•which commands but S7.50 n week. 


If these are facts, and if it is likewise 


true, as has frequently been claimed1, that 
the running time in most of the southern 
states has been restricted to GO hours a 
week or less, it would seem as if it might 
he well TO inaugurate reforms at home, be- 
fore attempcmg to establish labor regula- 
tions elsewhere. 
Unless the spinners are 


mistaken, it is che south, and not Xew 
England, which is at a disadvantage in 
respect to the uost ofproduction, and Xew 
England operatives have a lesson to learn 
from frouthern toilers before they can hope 
to enlighten the lacier. 


Employers in these parts have likewise 


been burdening themselves with false im- 
pressions. For a yeur or more they have 
been contending thnc they were too heav- 
ily handicapped, nnd that they could not 
rompete successfully with southern rivals 
owing to the difference in wages in favor 
of the latter, and the apathy of legislators 
"below Mason and Dixon's line. 


Many of them hav« made a tour of per- 


sonal observation, and in the main, the 
accounts which they have broughc back 
have agreed. 


They have discovered, or at least they 


have said time they have discovered, that 
labor was much cheaper and that working 
hours were much longer in the south than 
In this section of the country. 
But if the 


spinners can be sure oC their data and the 
conclusions which they have drawn, ex- 
actly the opposite is true so far as the earn- 
ings of the employes is concerned, nnd 
there has been uo grounds wliatnver for 
the fears which Imre been expressed.
